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SUMMARY 

In accordance with the present invention, a method is provided for controlling an 
engine having an intake manifold and an outlet control device coupled to the manifold for 
controlling flow exiting the manifold and entering at least one cylinder of the engine. The 
engine further includes an inlet control device for controlling flow entering the manifold. 
The method includes providing an engine command; calculating a desired cylinder charge
